KNIGHTS INVITE 
THE PRESIDENT 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES) 
ASHINGTON, Jan. 24—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.) Among the callers at the White 
House this morning was Capt. O. J. Humphrey of 
San Francisco, who was presented to the Presi- 
dent by Senator Perkins. Capt. Humphrey vis- 
ited the Executive Mansion as special envoy of 
California Commandery No. 1, Knights Templar, 
San Fratcisco, to personally present to President 
McKinley an invitation from the commandery to 
meet with it upon his visit to the Pacific Coast 

in the spring. | 

California Commandery No. 1 is remembered 
by Washingtonians who recall the triennial con- 
clave in this city, several years ago, in which it 

“was amoug the most admired and conspicuous 
participants in the magnificent parade. The 
California Knights are famous for the lavish way 
in which they do things, never allowing questions 
of expense to interfere with their purposes, and 
this particular commandery is understood to have 
usually set the pace in this respect. The manner 
in which the invitation was presented to the Pres- 
ident is in keeping with its reputation. Not only 
has Capt. Humphrey, as the commandery’s spe- 
cial representative, made a long trip for this pur- 
pose alone, but the form of the card of invitation 
which he handed to Sir Knight McKinley perhaps 
rivals in splendor anything of the kind ever made. 

It is a solid gold plate, 3% x 5% inches, and 
about one-third of an inch in thickness. In the 
upper right corner is an enameled Maltese cross, | 
with the usual insignia of the order, having in the 
center a fine diamond, about one carat in weight. 
The “card” is beautifully engraved with the fol- 
lowing inscription: | 

“Sir Knight William McKinley, Dear Sir and 
Frater. | 

“California Commandery No. 1, Knights 
Templar, requests the honor of your presence at 
a stated assembly of our commandery, Friday 

evening, May 17, 1901. Yours fraternally,

The card is enclosed in a handsome-case, 
bearing on its cover the superscription in gold 
letters: “Sir William McKinley.”

KINYOUN RESOLUTION LEADS TO

Lawmakers Desire More Light on the 
Subject—Pasad-na Charter Overcomes 
Opposition—San DiegoCharter Amend- 
ments Pass Both Houses.

SACRAMENTO, Jan. 24.—Although 
the Senate held an afternoon session, 
little was done in either house today, 
other than the consideration of the 
second reading file. Many bills were 
read the second time in each house, 
however, and a large number will be 


finally paseed upon next week. 

In the Assembly the bubonic plague 
matter was brought up by the report 
of the Committee on Federal Rela- 
tions, substituting for the joint reso- 
lution asking that Dr. Kinyoun be re- 
lieved from the California quarantine 
station, a concurrent resolution thank- 
ing President McKinley, Secretary of 
State Hay and Gov. Gage for the part 
they have taken in relieving San Fran- 
cisco of Quarantine. The substitute 
resolution was introduced by Knight, 
chairman of the Committee on Fed- 
eral Relations, who moved its adop- 
tion. 

Felix of Monterey, speaking to the 
question, said the matter was of a 
great deal of importance to the people, 
and the members should all be fa- 
miliar with the subject before taking 
any action. For himself he desired 
to go to the bottom of this matter be- 
fore he cast his vote one way or the 
other. Whether the plague was in 
San Francisco or not, he knew noth- 
ing. He desired information. He 
knew only what he had read in news- 
papers, and while he conceded as much 
as any man to the accuracy and worth 
of newspapers generally, he did not 
propose to vote on a matter of such 
importance without further knowledge. 

Foster of Alameda said he was in 
the dark as to what was being voted 
upon. It was his recollection that 
there was a sentence in the resolution 
which dealt with a question of fact, 
stating that there had been no plague 
in San Franciseo. If this was so, he 
would ask that action be deferred in 
order that he might inform himself 
as to th contents of the resolution. 

Brown of San Mateo said that as he 
heard the resolution read it recited 
as an established fact that there had 
been no bubonic plague in San Fran- 
cisco. He was a Republican and he 
believed when a Republican Governor, 
or a Republican President, or any 
Governor or President, did his duty, 
in passing a resolution such as this, 
but he believed action should be taken 
upon a knowledge of the facts and 
after an investigation. The Assembly 
had no knowledge of this matter and 
had no means of knowledge. He was 
in favor of a postponement. 

Knowland of Alameda stated, as 
a member of the Committee on Federal 
Relations, that there had been in the 
committee, a diversity of opinion as 
to the advisability of this resolution, 
the resolution being adopted by a bare 
majority one, two votes bing cast 
against it.

BRITISH COLUMBIA'S ACT. 
WILL KEEP JAPANESE AWAY. 
‘(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

VANCOUVER (B. C.,) Jan. 4.—(Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.) The new British 
Columbia Natal Act was put in force 
today to prevent several Japanese from 
landing from the steamer Mainlander. 
The Japanese had boarded the steamer 
at Tacoma. They were asked to fill 
out a simple form in English, name, 
age and occupation. Only one student 
could do this, so all the Japanese but 
the student were compelled to return 
to Tacoma. 

It is learned tonight that complica- 
tions are likely to arise from the fact 
that the Tacoma authorities will not 
allow deported Japanese to land again 
in the United States territory, declar- 
that they have come from British Co- 
lumbia without immigration certifi- 
cates, and are pauper immigrants, as 
they have not $30 between them. In the 
meantime, the steamer Mainlander will 
heve to keep the Japanese on board 
until the international tangle is 
straightened out. 

There were about 5000 Japanese im- 
migrated to British Columbia last 
year. All but about 1000 of these are 
wintering in California and Washing- 
ton. If the natal act can be made to 
stick, when these 4000 Japanese come 
to British Columbia to fish next sum- 
mer they will be turned back Into Cali- 
fornia and the Sound States. Immi- 
gration agents here say they will rig- 
idiy enforce the new act. 


FORGED DEED DISCOVERED. 


DR. SMITH'S HEIR AFFECTED.

Mr. Teller of Colorado was satisfied 
that Mr. Butler was mistaken. He 
knew personaliy, he said, that children 
were not admitted to the Indian schools 
where parents did not maintain their 
tribal relations. 

Mr. Jones of Arkansas added that he

Pearson did not take up the policy at 
once. The company retained it, await- 
ing the payment of the first premium, 
until Tuesday, January 8&8 On that 
day a lawyer from Boston appeared at 
the w York office of the company, 
paid the premium and the policy was 
delivered to him. 
On Thursday, two da later, the 
company received notice that Pearson 
died in Eliot Hospital, Boston, that 
day, after an operation for appendicitis. 
The operation had been performed two

days before. Investigation showed 
that at the time the premium was 
paid here and the policy delivered to 
the lawyer representing Pearson's 
family, he was in the hospital under 
treatment and an operation had been 
ractically decided on as a last hope to 
save his life.

The company disclaims liability on the

XIV.—-THE DARK CONTINENT IN 


THE NEW CENTURY. 
(Second paper.) 


HE area of Africa is 11,514,000 
square miles. Hence, avith the ex- 
ception of Asia, it is the largest of 
the continents, and occupies more than 
@ fifth of the entire land surface of 
the globe. Europe is small in compar- 
ison, being less than a third as large. 

But let one glance at the political 
map of Africa. At the extreme north- 
west is the Mugsulman kingdom of Mo- 
rocco, whence in the eighth century 
the Moors poured into Spain. At the 
extreme east, cut off from the sea and 
shut up in its mountains, is the Chris- 
tian kingdom of Abyssinia. At the 
southern extremity of the great west- 
ern bulge is the petty republic of Li- 
beria, founded early in the nineteenth 
century by American philanthropists 
as a home for freed and recaptured 
slaves, and enjoying still the protec- 
tion of the United States. In the vague 
Sahara, south of the Turkish province 
of Tripoli and northeast of Lake Tchad, 
is @ sandy tract left to the uncon- 
quered Bedouin. Save these four re- 
gions of insignificant extent—Morocco, 
Abyssinia, Liberia and a part of the 
Sahara—the whole expanse of the map 
is marked over with the names of those 
European powers which assume to be 
the proprietors, the real though dis- 
tant landlords of this continental 
estate. Except in those four regions 
nothing is left as the political posses- 
sion of the African, to be administered 
in some primitive fashion by himself. 
He has thus become the subject of the 
European. The European continent 
impends over the African continent as 
its master. 

No census of the population ever has 
been or could be taken. Any estimate 
must be based upon conjecture, and is 
entitied to no more credit than an in- 
telligent guess. These guesses range 
from 125,000,000 to 165,000,000, as the 
probable number of the inhabitants. 
Morocco is the country nearest Europe, 
and has been known since the time of 
the Romans. Of its people it might be 
presumed we should have. definite in- 
formation, But the Moorish Sultan. 
Mulel-Abd-el-Aziz, cannot tell whether 
2,750,000 or 9,400,000 human beings are 
subject to his scepter. This much do 
the best authorities aiffer as to the 
population of this one little state. The 
Abyssinian Menelek II rules over from 
3,000,000 to 5,000,000 souls. In Liberia 
it is supposed there are between 1,000, - 
000 and in the uncon- 


states or districts, including altogether 
less than 1,000,000 square miles of ter- 
ritory, there are from 8,000,000 to 17,- 
000,000 persons. All the rest of the 
African continent, about 10,000,000 
square miles, is claimed as their terri- 
torial property by the European states. 
All the rest of the African people— 
from 115,000,000 to 160,000,000—are as- 
gerted by those s to be their trib- 
utaries and vy These statistics 
of dimensions and numbers might be 
dull, were it not that they demonstrate 
ae can the resistiess 


cated by the term “occupation.” A 
foreign state puts forth a claim to cer- 
tian territory. This claim is acknow!l- 
edged by other foreign states or by 
that foreign state which has an adja- 
cent claim. The wishes of the inhabi- 
tants are not consulted in the matter. 
They are not supposed to enjoy and do 
not exercise any influence in the de- 
cision which profoundly affects them- 
selves and their property. In the vast 
majority of cases they do not know 
that they have passed from a condi- 
tion of savage independence into sub- 
jection to some sovereign nation of 
which they have never heard. But the 
claim once recognized in Europe at a 
conference called a convention, the 
map is adjusted to indicate the new 
supremacy. The sovereignty over the 
native becomes transferred. Ifon some 
future day he resists a representative 
of his self-appointed ruler, he is re- 
garded and probably treated as a rebel. 
He cannot appeal to international! law, 
which knows him not. He has.no hope 
except in the humanity and generosity 
of his master. in other words, the 
same principle and practice have been 
applied in our day to Africa which in 
the sixteenth century was applied by 
European states to the newly-discov- 
ered Western Hemisphere. 
The land in America was regarded 
as destitute of inhabitants, or, at most, 
lived upon by inhabitants who had no 
political and elmost no other rights. 
Treaties with the natives were in gen- 
eral only additional precautions for the 
defense of the newcomer. na- 
tions were less inhuman than others, 
but the process of converting the “un- 
occupied” into the “occupied” was 
everywhere the same. The justice or 
injustice of the process never 
changed. If it was wrong when, at 
the end of the Middle Ages, undreamed- 
of regiofis were revealed to the wonder 
of Europe, it is wrong now. It was no 
more and no less right then than it is 


now. 

This “occupation” is up to the - 
ent day a thing denoted on the face of 
map rather than an accomplished 

It does not mean that the laws 
of the fore possessor are enforced, 
or that his flag floats over all the ter- 
ritory to which he has asserted preten- 
sions. It indicates a measure in view 
of future action rather ‘present 
enjoyment... It is a declaration\of what 
is hereafter to be done, rather than a 
doing of it today. 

Nor does it have primary reference 
to the value of the land appropriated 
and to its capability or development or 
colonisation. Each nation seeks to 
forestall the others, so that in the con- 
tingencies of the future it may be 
found in prior possession. A or 
lust for acquisition was a main char- 
acteristic of European nations during 
the last decades of the nineteenth cen- 
tury. The globe was growing sma!) in 
its capabilities of appeasing the spirit 
of national expansion. Compared with 
the rest of the world, Africa was vir- 
gin soil. And so the western powers 

the colonists who poured 
over the boundaries of Oklahoma.

Moreover, prolific Europe over- 
crowded with population. New flelds 
of habitation were nece for its 


superfluous life. The current of emi- 
gration had set overwhelmingly across 
the Atlantic to the United States. The 
emigrants were thus lost to their na- 
tive country. Open up Africa, and the 
ploneers and colonists might then 
strengthen the forces and increase the 
wealth of the countries from which 
they came. Sound statesmanship as 
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European eyes was a new continent. 
No one nation was able to 
and secure the whole. Each grasped 
what it could. Nor were all the acqui- 
sitions of any single states contiguous 
to one another. They doyed the sur- 
face In seizures of various dimensions. 
Thus the African map. resembles a 
crasy quilt in its delineation of fron- 
tiers. Sometimes the boundary line fol- 
lows the course of streams or the bar- 
riers of mountains. More often it is 
determined by meridians and parallels 
of latitude, irrespective of the ground. 
In this recent race for empire three 
nations have led the van—Great Brit- 
ain, France and Germany. None of 
them had much to do with the circum- 
navigation and investigation of Africa 
in the period of great discoveries four 
centuries ago. Great Britain and 
France, like Spain, were first to de- 
vote their energies to regions west of 
the Atiantic. Portugal, which found 
the southern route to India, circled 
Africa with its factories. Holland, es- 
caping from the tyranny of Spain, 
made settlements at the extreme south. 
Reminders of thege Portuguese con- 
quests still exist in Angola and Portu- 
guese East Africa on opposite sides of 
the peninsula. All that Holland pos- 
sessed to Great Britain at the 
close of the Napoleonic wars and be- 
came the nucleus of what is now the 
colony of the Cape of Good Hope. 
Finally the Dutch colonists, called the 
Boers, detesting the British yoke, 
to the east. After countless 
hardships and vicissitudes they pressed 


and the 
The Ottoman empire in the 
reign of Selim the Ferocious conquered 
Egypt, and by that acquisition won 
for its Sultan the title and rank of 
Kaliph. Under the corsair Khaireddin 
Pasha, better known as Barbarossa, it 
subdued the whole western coast of 
Africa in the days of Francis I and 
Charies V. Broken up into various 
Barbary states, these petty countries 
terrorized the Mediterranean and ac- 
‘knowledged only nominal! subjection to 
the Bultan. Afterward France com- 
plete. what our own Commodore De- 
eatur had begun. She humbled the Dey 
of Algiers and in 1830 took permanent 
on of his capital and country. 

Yet even then, at a time so recent, 
desire for the acquisition of Africa 
hardly existed among the European 
states. Great Britain, tndeed, wished 
to retain the colony of Sierra Leone, 
which had been founded, like Liberia, 
as an asylum of emancipated slaves. 
Also she guarded the Cape 
of Good Hope because of its strategic 
importance. But in 1840 she formally 
withdrew from the rising colony of 
Natal. In 1854 the British Parliament 
voted the British colonists then resi- 
dent in the Orange Free State the sum 
of £48,000 as indemnity for the with- 
drawal of British protection. It was 
then deemed expedient to avoid all in- 
ities in the heart 


To this temporary indifference on the 
part of Great Britain, and to this ab- 
stention on the of France, the 
story of the last thirty ts 
@ marvelous contract. Disunited Ger- 
many in 1871 found herself a consoll- 
dated nation on the proclamation of 
William I as German Emperor at Ver- 
sailles. She, who had counted little in 
the political congress of the . peoples, 
now became a world power. She was 
ardent to extend beyond the contracted 
limits of her old boundaries. France, 
diminished in area and enfeebled by a 
disastrous war, sought reparation and 
consolation anywhere for what she had 
lost. Great Britain had meantime be- 
come as eager for African territory as 
were the French Chamber of Deputies 
and the German Kaiser. 

It would be tedious to narrate the 
subsequent steps in the partition of a 
continent. Starting from Abyssinia as 
a base, France has pushed toward the 
equator and reached the ivory coast of 
Upper Guinea. Beginning from Lake 
Tehad, she has occupied all the north- 
ern or right bank of the Congo. Also 
between the German province of Togo- 
land and the British territories on the 
Niger she has absorbed the kingdom 
of Dahomey of execrable memory. She 
deposed the Dey of Tunis and annexed 
his territory, thereby incurring the 
lasting resentment of Italy, who had 
counted upon Tunis as sure to fall to 
her. Altogether France is acknowl- 
edged as supreme over more than 2,900,- 
000 square miles in Africa. The Ger- 
man empire has taken 1,900,000 square 
miles, comprised in four great prov- 
inces—-Togoland, between the right 
bank of the Niger and the Gulf of 
Guinea; Kamerun, northeast of the 
Guif of Guinea and west of the French 
Congo; German Southwest Africa, 
which reaches from Portuguese An- 
gioa to the Orange River north of the 
colony of Good Hope; German East 
Africa, south of Lake Victoria Nyansa 
and north of the Portuguese province 
on the Channel of Mozambique. But 
Great Britain, in extent of territory, in 
importance of position and in unde- 
veloped resources, absorbed for 
herself the lion's share. The statement 
that more than 3,000,000 square miles 
are already British conveys little ap- 
preciation of her relative paramountcy. 
The list of her African colonies, pro- 
tectorates and dependencies serves 
rather to fatigue than to enlighten. 
Between the Orange and Li po 
rivers the still unconqured Boers resist 
her domination as their ancestors three 
years ago contended against the might 
of Spain. But she envelops the main- 
land with her islands, controls almost 
every harbor, and with a single ak 
of only a few hundred miles spané the 
pordigious area the mouth of the 
Nile to the Cape of Good Hope. 

In the very heart of Africa, inter- 
sected by the equator, in the Congo 
Free State wedging its way to the 
shore. It comprises abcut 900,000 
square miles and is subject to the King 
of Belgium. South of the Red Sea and 
the Gulf of Aden are Italian Eritrea 
and Italian Somaliland, wrested at a 
terrible price from Abyssinia, and more 
associated with disaster than success, 
West of the Channel of Mozambique 
is the French island of Madagascar. 
larger than France. Off the north- 
western coast are the 8 ish Canaries 
and the Portuguese eras and Cape 
Verdes. 

No single word indicates the nature 
of the dominion which the different 
states assert. Egypt, owning the Otto- 
man.Sultan as its nominal suserain, is 
as definitely British as India or Hong- 
kong. Lower Egypt is denoted as held 
bv “British occupation,” Upper Egypt 
is under the “Anglo-Egyptian ‘condo- 
minium.’”" The lle above Fashoda 
is a “British ephere of influence,” which 
five degrees from the equator is called 
a “British protectorate.”

Indications point to the suicide 
theory. and those who have looked 
into the case the most thoroughly have 
not a doubt that Stade ended his 
career. while despondent over eontin- 
ued misfortunes. The loss of his prop- 
erty in Galveston, Tex., and the cha- 
atin felt at the kindness of a little 
daughter,.from whom Stade was sep- 
arated on account of his differences 
with Mrs. Stade, were the closing fea- 
tures of a long chapter of misfortunes, 
and held to be the direct cause of his 
suicide. 

Despite the fact that the Coroner's 
jury returned a verdict intimating 
murder. under instructions from Cor 
oner Holland, there is only one particle 
of evidence which might indicate that 
other than Stade took his life. This 
is the fact that no revolver was found 
in the room of the dead man when 
his body was viewed by the deputy 
Coroner and others, the 12th inet., at 
the Maxwell Hotel, No. 1131 Maple 
avenue.

The position of the body, the course 
of the bullet, and the cramped position 
of the right hand of the deceased, are 
pointed out as proof that he had ended 
his own life. It would have been im- 
possible for any other person to have 
fired the bullet which coursed through 
his brain, without having been on the 
bed directly above Stade, as he lay, and 
nothing indicated that the body had 
been moved. There was, however, no 
revolver in the room when the three 
men visited it. 

There are two means of entrance to 
the room in which Stade met his death. 
One is by the door leading to the hall- 
way; the other through the window 
opening on an upper porch. The porch 
had been painted the day before the 
tragedv and the fresh paint, still wet, 
showed no marks, which must have been 
made had any one entered the room by 
the window. Had any one left the 
room after the shooting occurred, 
must have been throu 
down the hallway, which leads past 
the door of the adjoining room, occupied 
by Henry and Palmer Tucker. 
young men heard the shot which 
caused the death of Stade, and for an 
hour afterward they lay awake, but 
heard no sound. Although the report 
startied them at the time, they thought 
it came from the street.

A man has been sent to jail at Santa 
Ana for refusing to allow the shade 
trees to be cut down on the street in 
front of his residence. It am not well 
versed in law, and of common sense J 
have none to spare, yet have enough 
to cover this ease. In first place 
& sewage system that is froperly con- 
structed and of the best grade of pipe 
is not subject to damage from the 
growth of tree roots. A system that is 
not built of pipes clors-xnit enough to 
keep thé tree roots out 
the poisonous gases confined, and 
should be rebuilt upon.sanitary ground. 
[ talked with the superintendent of the 
Azusa Irrigating Company, who has 
charge of forty miles of vitrified and 
cement irrigating pipes. He said fully 
one-fourth of this mileage is aligned 
with shade trees, and all of it subject 
to damage from root growth, if dam- 
age followed the exposure to rootg No 
trouble had been e-<perienced from 
that cause in the three years of his 
administration, and ne had heard of 
none since the pipe was laid five years 
ago. My observation corroborated his 
statements, for I have never seen any 
disturbance of this line for repairs 
along the entire route. Irrigation pipe 
is not supposed to be as compact or 
substential inany way as sewer pipe, 
yet here we have an example of the 
system absolutely free from 
injury, though great trees grow for 
miles alone the line. In one case I ob- 
served two years ago a row of r 
trees had lifted severa! blocks of éide- 
walk, because the trees were planted 
very high, the roots necessarily grow- 
ing near the surface. Instead of de- 
stroying the trees the authorities or- 
dered all the roots cut next to the ce- 
ment walk and the blocks lowered to 
the proper level. In one year the trees 
recovered and are now growing as if 
the ax had never been applied. The 
provocation would have to be great, in- 
deed, that should justify the destruc- 
tion of our beautiful and indispensable 
shade trees—greater than the facts 
show anywhere in this part of the 
State. Santa Ana will realize the blun- 
der the Trustees have mad when it 
is too late to save the trees, and then 
the work of renewal of the shade will 
begin. The agitation at Santa Ana 
should result tin the building of good 
sewage and irrigating systems in other 
towns, and they will never be bothered 
with the ingrowing vf the roots of 
shade or orchard trees.

the farmer. The cool weather is hdv- 
ing a magical effect upon the orange 
crop, hardening the fruit and giving to 
it that condition of pulp ‘and syrup 
that bids fair to keep it in lasting 
shape. The continued warm, growing 
weather that had kept the tree func- 
tions from rootiet tg fruit core in active 
order would have more disestrous 
to the. oranges than has the cold 
weather since the first, if we take 
ity, continence and firmness for 
shipping into consideration. The 
weather conditions of the last four 
weeks give hope for a typical crop of 
deciduous fruits next summer. We 
have not hada tolerable crop for three 
or four years, but this season there is 
abundance of water in the ground to 
carry deciduous fruits well on to ma- 
turity without irrigation, and the indi- 
cations are that the rainfall will be 
continued several weeks yet. Reports 
from the foothill regions show a pre- 
cipitation of from ten to fourteen 
inches already, with February to hear 
from, which occasionally beats the 
record for storms. The last week of 
February, 1891, gave us the heaviest 
precipitation perhaps on record, if we 
confine the figures to a single day's 
rain. The present state presents a 
most hopeful outloox to the grain 
t Everywhere the ferm lands 
have become green, or are just under 
plow and seeder, giving an animation 
to dozens of localities that have been 
under the ban of the drought for three 
or four years. Altogether Southern 
California never looked so radiant with 
artificial end natural beauties, and 
when the wild flowers thatch the 
ground and the poppies appear, as they 
will In a very short time, tourists will 


mever have. 


No general report of the condition of 
the lemon- crop has been attempted 
for the reason that a definite idea of 
the frost damage could not be secured 
until the growing weather returned. I 
get reports from many sections ind 
have visited several lemon-growing 
localities since the orange report was 
made, and am glad to see that the 
summer crop has not been curtailed to 
the extent of the first estimate. I know 
of no better means cf impressing the 
fact that the orange crop has suffered 
but little as a whole than to refer all 
who have the opportunity of sceing, 
to the lemon groves themselves. Three 
years ago the lemon groves presented 
@ sorry sight, and they were in a bad 
state all over. This year the trees are 
largely untouched, and I am told by 
prominent growers that by storage of 
the fall crop and careful husbandry 
of the fruit now maturing, there need 
be little fear of the reinstallation of 
foreign lemons in the markets from 
which they have been displaced by the 
domestic fruit. What makes this posi- 
tion logical is the splendid physical 
condition of the lemon trees generally. 
One successful grower says the Feb- 
ruary biocom can be matured for mar- 
ket by the middie of August, which 
ineures at least four weeks of good 
prices, and two months if this summér 
is a duplicate of the last. If this man’s 
judgment is fair, there is no danger 
of a serious invasion of the market 
through a lapse in the California sup- 
plies. All the exchanges and private 
shippers should urge the lemon grow- 
era to bestir themselves in the care of 
their trees, with

Some roses wil’ 
succeed jonly by budding upon partic- 
ular stocks, and one or two varieties 
have to be twice budded to produce 
the best results. It is possible that 
nurserymen will have to return to 
budding their stock, as indeed, many 


ca indicate by the advertise- 
ment of budded stock at prices two 
or three times as high as the plants 
propagated from slips. I would be giad 
to hear from our local rose growers 
upon this important subject, for lovers 
of flowers will be on the alert this 
spring for this kind of information.

It is as though a retail store 
insisted upon delivering your goods in 
spite of your earnest request to take 
your parcel with you. 

The gentleman of color on the fence 
has been quite openly discussed in the 
trade, and if such a gentieman exists, 
ae there seems strong foundation to 
believe, he should be brought out for 
inspection and reformation. The ob- 
jectors are not all out-of-town mer- 
chants. Dealers in the city who are 
large buyers and who carry a heavy 
‘Stock and have to work on a small 
margin, are justly indignant that they 
should be compelled to submit to such 
a heavy when they can have it 
done by others at a ~~ BH 2 per 
cent. on present rates. re is no 
reason or justice or good business 
method in it, and our trade is largely 
handicapped by it. 

I am authorized on behalf of a well- 
known boss carman of this city, who 
will back up his offer by filing a bond 
of $50,000, to state that he will deliver 
all or any part of the oranges sold at 
auction on Erie Pier 20 or the’ Burling- 
ton and Ohio Railroad pier, for the fol- 
lowing charges: West Side, below Canal 
street, 3 cents per box; Hast Side, 4 
cents per box; shipping West Side, 4 
cents per box; shipping East Side, 6 
cents per box.

SUGAR, BEETS. 


M. BOWER, superintendent of 
the Ogiien Live Stock Feeding 
*Cormipany, says that the company is 
feeding 903 head of dehorned steers and 
cows, straight color, on pulp at the 
stockyards at the factory. From No- 
vember 1 to 18 the cattle have averaged 
eating 166 pounds of pulp apiece in ad- 
Balt is

Bower says the cattle he is feeding 
have averaged a gain of two and one- 
half pounds per day. He also expects 
to feed 1000 head of sheep. The beet 
pulp is a cheap food, and in a food ra- 
tion gives results not attained by any 
other element entering into any other 
ration. This comes nvt so much from 
the inherent nutrition of the pulp as 
from its ability to make the most of 
the other food eaten by cattle, making 
available the nutrition in the ation as 
a whole. It has been stat + some 
of the largest and most successful 
stock feeders in the country, after ex- 
tensive experiments made by them, 
that with pulp as a part of the ra- 
tions, they were able to put steers on 
the market in three-fourths of the 
time, using the s&me amount of grain 
daily as is ordinarily fed, and it is the 
universal verdict of dairy feeders that 
no other kind of ration produces nearly 
such te as one containing 
beet pulp.—({Ogden (Utah,) Stande

Money in Draft Horses, 

N MY opinion, draft-horse breeding, 

when carried on with juigment, will 

always be a source of profit to those 
engaged in it, and for many yeare yet 
to come the present high prices will 
continue and even increase. While 
the demand has largely increased and 
is still increasing, the supply, on ac- 
count of the almost entire suspension 
of breeding from 1893 to 1898, has, in 
@ great measure, been cut off. 

While the electric car, the bicycle and 
the automobile have possibly, to some 
slight extent, displaced the lighter 
horse, nothing has yet been discovered 
to take the place of the draft horse in 
@rawing heavy loads up hill and down 
or over stony pavements or through 
the mud and snow, and in a hundred 
other ways meeting the growing an‘ 
unrelengjng demands of commerce and 
trade. 

The fear that the horse will be su- 
perredei by electricity as a motive 

wer is entirely without foundation. 

is j4 demonstrated by the fact that 
no invention of the last century has 
lessened the work of the horse on the 
farm, while nearly every improvement 
in farm machinery has necessitated the 
use of more horses. Moreover, it is a 
fact clearly demonstrated by statistics, 
that. notwithstanding the use of elec- 
tricity and other motive powers, more 
horses are now being used in all our 
great cities, according to population, 
than ve before. The draft horse 
stands today for the highest standard 
of ‘agricultural and industrial prosper- 
ity. He ts the farmer's horse and 
king of the market place as well—in 
short, the work horse of the world. 
Millionaire merchants and manufactur- 
ers vie with each other to secure the 
most magnificent specimens of this no- 
ble breed.—({H. G. McMillan, before the 
Iowa Improved Live Stock Breeders’ 
Association. 

EVEN years ago I tried to nae 

farmers in this locality to construct 

good footpaths at one side of the 
highways. so that peope, especially 
school children, woyld have a good dry 
place to walk on when the roads were 
well-nigh impasgable. To shew how 
this could be done at little cost, I in- 
duced a live road overseer to assist 
me, and together we constructed a 
quarter of a mile Over some difficult 
ground. I bullt up the grade four feet 
wide, placing the sods on the cutie 
next to the ditch, and hollowing out 
the surface of the pathway from two 
inches at the outer edge to four inches 
in the center. This hollow was then 
filled with coa] ashes. obtained at a 
mill, and nicely reunded over. When 
the path was completed the ashes were 
about three inches deep at the outer 


and five or six deep in the cen- 
ter. The actual cost of the work and 
material was very little, and the path 
is smooth and hard as a rock today. 
We offered this work as an object les- 
son to show how easily such paths 
could be constructed, that others see- 
ing what an excellent convenience such 
a path is, would continue the good 
work. But, though a great many peo- 
ple walk over it almost every day, not 
another foot has been constructed in 
the township. Where the expenditure 
of some labor and a little money for 
the public good is involved the average 
farmer is a wet blanket to the enthu- 
siast.—{Fred Grundy, in Farm ang 
Fireside. 


Buying Bran for Stock. 

HDB matter selling corn and 

wheat and buying bran and other 

mill foods is receiving much atten- 
tion. The experiment stations are en- 
deavoring to present to farmers the 
value of mill products, but whether 
the farmer should buy su@h depends on 
the prices received for corn and those 
for bran, middiings, etc. Bran is 
largely used on farms, the peices rang- 
ing from $13.50 to $15.50 per ton. 
Whether a farmer should sell a ton of 
corn and buy a ton of bran when both 
are worth the same in market must de- 
pend largely upon the cost of transpor- 
tation. There is also a difference in the 
bran from winter and spring wheats, 
and the value of bran is also largely 
influenced by the used for 
removing*it from wheat at the mills. 
The true value of bran to the farmer 
is the proportion of protein and ash 
(mineral matters) contained. If corn is 
exchanged-for bran and bran is used 
on the farm as food for stock, there is 
brought on the farm more protein than 
is contained in the corn, as well as a 
large proportion of the phosphates 
(bone-forming elements) than the corn 
contains. The anure from bran is 
also much more valuable than that 
from corn, and when a fair price can 
be obtained for corn it should be to the 
advantage of farmers to sell their corn 
and buy bran for stock, if bran does not

Judges of Stock. 

HY is it the past ten years has

It is 
true the season of the poultry judge 
is short and that the remuneration is 
not great, but there is always going 
to be a demand for good men to teil 
the’ points of a perfect fowl. We see 
it is suggested in some the poultry 
papers that a school established 
for the purpose of educating poultry 
judges. We doulg very much the wis- 
dom of any move in this direction. We 
are inclined to believe that poultry 
judges are a good deal like poets, they 
are born and not made. A successful 
poultry judge must hot only have 
personal popularity, unquestioned 
honor and integrity, and a thorough 


knowledge of the different varieties 
and breeds, but he must have an inher- 
ent love for thououghbred poultry and 
must be fully able at ail times to 
justify the faith that is in him in mak- 
ing his awards. There is room in the 
west for more good poultry Judges and 
we trust that they will be forthcom- 
ing at no distant day.—[Poultry News. 


The Trap Nest. 
He trap nest is an individual nest. 
It should be so constructed as to 
be inviting to the laying hen and 
yet exclude the non-layer. The lay- 
ing hen loves to spend considerable 
time on the nest, undisturbed by her 
mates or the attendant, hence the in- 
dividual nest is in perfect accord with 
nature. As the hen remains on the 
nest until removed by the attendant, 
an accurate record of her product is 
obtained and we are able <0 weed out 
the drones and perpetuate the best 
by breeding from the prolific layers. At 
least one-third of the hens of an aver- 
age flock do not lay eggs enough in 
one year to pay for their food. The 
good layers are undervalued, while the 


poor layers are given undeserved 
credit. They may lay fairiy well in 
the spring, yet do little or nothing the 
rest of the year. 


By the use of trap nests we learn 
the egg valuc of each hen in the flock 
and are enabled to handle the layers 
frequently, thus taming them and 
keeping constantly informed as to their 
condition and requirements. Begin- 
ning a number of years ago as a fad, 
the individual nest system has gradu- 
ally developed until now its adoption 
presents a practical business proposi- 
tion to the market poultryman and the 
farmer, as well as to the fancier and 
pedigree breeder. The practical, sim- 
ple, inexpensive yet scientific trap 
nest enables every poultry keeper to 
adopt the individual system.—{Orange 
Judd Farmer.

They are Taken Into the Fields Among 
Horses and Cattle and Left to Die of 
Starvation. 

(West Virginia Workman:] The at- 
tention of the United States govern- 
ment has just been called to a bar- 
barous custom that is still being prac- 
ticed among the Kiowa, Commanche 
Apache Indians in Oklahoma Ter- 

ory. 

The Indians of these three tribes, 
while living under the management of 
an Indian agent, are comparatively civ- 
ilized and do not go on the warpath, 
but work for their living at farming. 
But they have no love in their hearts 
for one of their people after that per- 
son has passed his or her age of use- 
fulness. An aged. squaw, after she 
reaches the age of 80, is sent into the 
fields and left there to die, unless some 
sympathetic white person comes along 
and sends the poor old woman to the 
Indian agency, where she may be taken 
ware at the expense of the govern- 
ment. 

Travelers in the reservation may hear 
the distressing cries of some deserted 
woman at most any time they care to 
listen. The women are given a few 
days’ rations and clothed in their best 
garmerits, and taken into the fields 
amid the horses and cattle. There 
they are left alone. Not being strong 
enough to get away, they have to re- 
main there and die.

thrifty, industrious and progressive in 
the agricultural arts, and many of the 
best farming communities in the United 
States owe their prosperity to “Dunk- 
ard” enterprise. 

In recent years a good many of these 
frugal people have settled in Southern 
California, whose soil and climate 
have afforded th excellent opportu- 
nity to follow their favorite occupation. 
Some of the finest orange orqhards at 
Lordsburg, Covina and Glendora are 
owned and managed by “Dunkards,” 
and the sect is quite extensively colon- 
ized throughout Los Angeles county. 

One of the principal centers Of the 
local “Dunkard” population is in East 
Los Ange'es, where the denomination 
has a commodious meeting-house on 
Hancock street, where religious serv- 
ices are regularly held on Sundays and 
on many special oceasions. The church 
also has a mission at Ninth and Chan- 
ning streets, which is in a flourishing 
condition. 

The pastor of the East Los Angeles 
“Dunkard” congregation is Elder P. 8. 
Myers, a patriarchal old gentleman 
who is greatly respected by his flock. 
Elder Myers, however, contemplates 
transferring the sphere of his labors 
to the Lone Star State In the near fu- 
ture, and if he goes there a number o 
his brethren will probably accompan 
him. The reason for the contemplated 
removal is the opportunity afforded in 
Texas for profitable enterprise in rice

rice lands of Texas last summer and 
became greatiy imprersed with the 
country and the facilities offered there 
for producing wealth: also with the 
opportunities existing there for spread-

Elder Myers is growing old and has a 
family which he desires to leave well 
provided for when he is called from his 
earthly labors. In looking about for a 
chance to provide for the welfare of 
his family, he came to the conclusion 
that no better opportunity was open 
to him than to engage In rice culture 
in Texas. 

A chief consideration with the 
“Dunkards,” generally, in deciding 
upon 4 location, Is to carry their re- 
ligion with them. They usually emi- 
grate in communities or colonies and 
most of their missionary work is done 
in that way. When Elder Myers de- 
cided to settle in Texas he set about 
at once to Interest others of his sect 
to emigrate with him to the Lone Star 
State, there to embark In the cultiva- 
tion of rice and the extension of the 
borders of Zion. He is now actively 
engaged in the organization of a co- 
operative colony to take up a large 
tract of rice land in Harris county, 
Tex., on the Gulf coast, twelve to 
twenty miles from Houston, and not 
far from Galveston. An option on a 
suitable tract for a colony has 
secured for ninety days. It is proposed 
to Interest at least twenty-five persons 
who will invest not less than $1000 
aplece to begin with, and no start wif!l 
be made until at least $25,000 has been 
subscribed and paid into a bank at 
Hovston to guarantee a sufficient | 
fund to place the enterprise on a solid 
financial basis, and to provide a work- 
ing capital. Already a good portion of 
the necessary subescri has been se- 
cured, principally from among the local 
colony of “Dunkards,” although invest- 
monts are not confined to the member- 
ship of that sect. 

Elder Myers was influenced in his 
choice of a location and occupation by 
the fact that a considerable number of 
“Dunkards” from other States have al- 
ready located in Texas, where they ere 
finding the culture of rice a congenial 
and profitable vocation. |

The US. Supreme Court Sustains the San 


HE TIMES has heretofore alluded 
to the fact that the Supreme Court 
ofthe United States affirmed the 
judgment of the Superior Court of

Fernando grant case, upon which 
grant numerous squatters entered, 
claiming the grant to be void. The 
lower courts having upheld the grant, 
the squatters appealed to the Supreme 
Court of the United States, and that 
tribunal has rendered the following 
opinion, which forever sets at rest all 
contention as to the validity of the 
patent, and virtually destroys the 
squatters’ hopes.

Mr. Justice McKenna delivered the 
opinion of the Court. 
This is an action of ejectment in 
which defendant in error was plaintitt 
im the court below, and the plaintiffs 
in error were defendants. It was 
brought in the Superior Court of Los 
Angeles County, State of California. 
Besides a prayer for the recovery of 
the land in controversy an injunction 
was asked against the commission or 
repetition of certain described tres- 
passes. The land sued for was the 
south half of the Rancho ex-Mission d: 
San Fernando, with certain exceptions. 
The defendant in error relied for title 
upon a patent of the United States 
to Eulegio de Celis, dated January 8, 
1875, which recited that it was based 
upon the confirmation of his title as 
one derived from the Mexican govern- 
ment through a deed of grant made 
the 17th day of June, 1846, by Pio Pico, 
the then contsitutional Governor of the 
department of the Californias. The 
Srantor of defendant in error pur- 
chased an undivided half of the rancho 


tn 18698, and became the owner in sev- 


eralty of the tract sued for by parti- 
tion 


proceedings. 

One of the defenses of the action, and 
the only one we are concerned with on 
this writ of error, was the invalidity 
of the patent based on the invalidity 
of the grant from the Mexican govern- 
ment, and its confirmation by the 
Board of Land Commissioners.

The genuineness of 
the grant is clearly established ‘and 
the circumstances under which it was 
made so clearly explained as to leave 
no doubt but it was done in good faith.” 

A decree was entered confirming the 


grant. 

The title based on the proceeding® 
before the commissioners is alleged in 
the several answers to be invalid for 
the following reasons: 

“I. Because, as appears on its face, it 
was a deed of sale whereby said Pio 
Pico, Governor of California, attempted, 
for the consideration of $14,000, to grant 
the lands therein mentioned to said 
Eulogio de Celis, which act was ultra 
vires, unauthorized by and in viola- 
tion of the laws of the republic of 
Mexico.

In considering what was involved in 
the inquiry into the validity of a claim 
to land under the act, this court said 
in More v. Steinback, quoting United 
States v. Fossatt (21 How. 445): 

“It is obvious that the answer to this 
question must depend in a great meas- 
ure upon the state and condition of 
the evidence. It may present questions 

the genuineness and guthenticity of 
the title, and whether the evidence is 
forged or fradulent; or it may involve 
an inquiry into the authority of the 
officer to make a grant, or whether he 
was in the exercise of the faculties of 
his office when it was made... . 

The plaintiff in More v. Steinback 
depended upon a patent of the United 
States issued to one Manuel Antonio 
Rod de Poll, dated August 24, 
1874. It recited the proceedings taken 
before the Land Commissioners under 
the act of March 3, 1851; the filing of 
his petition in March, 1852, asking for 
the confirmation of his title to a tract 
of land known as the Mission of San 
Buenaventura, his claim being founded 
upon a sale made on the 8th of June, 
1846, by the then Governor of the De- 
partment of the Californias; the af- 
firmation of the decree successively by 
the District Court of the Southern 
District of California, and by the Su- 
preme Court of the United States, and 
the survey of the claim confirmed, It 
was contended that the sale to Poll of 
the ex-Mission San Buenaventura 
was illegal and void, and hence no 
title passed to the patentee on its con- 
firmation and in support of the con- 
tention, United States v. Workman, 
(1 Wall. 745.) was cited. 

Replying to the contention the court 
said by Mr. Justice Field: 

“In that case (United States Vv. 
Workman) it was held that the de- 
partmental assembly of California had 
no power to authorize the Governor to 
alienate any public lands of the de- 
partment, and that its own power was 
restricted to that conferred by the laws 
of colonization, which was simply to 
approve or disapprove of the grants 
made by the Governor under those 
laws. But it does not follow that there 
were not exceptional circumstances 
with reference to the sale to Poll, which 
authorized the Governor to make it. 
We are bound to suppose that such 
was the case, in the absence of any 
evidence to the contrary, the 
fact that the validity of his claim under 
it was confirmed by the Board of 
Land Commissioners, by the District 
Court of the United States, and by 
this court on appeal. The question 
of ite validity was thereby forever 
closed, except as against those who 
might be able to show a prior and 
better title to the premises.” 

More fully on the point of the effect 
of the patent it was.said in Beard v. 
Federy: 

“This instrument ts, therefore, record 
evidence of the action of the govern- 
ment upon the title of the claimant. 
By it the government declares that 
the claim asserted was valid under the 
laws of Mexico: that it was entitled 
to recognition and protection by the 
stipulations ofthe treaty, and might 
have been located under the former 
government, and is correctly | ocated 
now, so as to embrace the premises as 
they are surveyed and described. As 
against the government this record, 
so long as it remains unvacated, is con- 
clusive. And it is equally conclusive 
against parties claiming under the gov- 
ernment by title subsequent. It is In 
this effect of the patent as a record of 
the government that its security and 
protection chiefly lie. If parties as- 
serting interests in lands acquired since 
the acquisition of the country could 
deny and controvert this record, and 
compel the patentee, in every suit for 
his land, to establish the validity of 
his claim, his right to its confirmation, 
the action of the 
tribunals and officere of the United 
States in the location of the same, the 
patent would fail to be, as it was in- 
tended it should be, an instrument of 
quiet and security to its possessor. 
The patentee would find Wis title pee- 
ognized in one suit and rejected in 
another, and if his titie were main- 
tained, he would find his land located 
in as many different places as the 
varying prejudices, intereets, or notions 
of justice of witnesses and jurymen 
might suggest. Every fact upon which 
the decree and patent rest would be 
opened to contestation. The intruder, 
resting solely upon his possession, 
might insist that the original claim 
was invalid, or was not properly lo- 
cated, and therefore he could not be 
disturbed by the tentee. No con- 
struction which will lead to such re- 
sults can be given to the fifteenth sec- 
tion. The term ‘third persons,’ as there 
used, does not embrace all persons 
other than the United States and the 
claimants, but only those who hold 
superior titles, such ag will enable them 
to resist successfully any action of the 
government in disposing of the prop- 
erty.” 

Plaintiffs in error deny the applica- 
bility of Beard v. Federy to the case 
at bar. We think it is applicable. They 
attempt to distinguish More v. Stein- 
back. We think it cannot be distin- 
guished. That case, it is sald, de- 
pended upon the possible presence 
of “exceptional circumstances with 
reference to the sale to Poli which 
authorized the Governor to make itt 
(the grant).” And it hence contended 
that the court felt itself “bound 
to suppose such was the case in the 
absence of any evidence to the con- 
trary. And taking for granted,” coun. 
sel further say, “as it had to do, the 
jurisdiction of the of commis- 
sioners that confirmed the Polj c!aim 
the court could reach no other conclu- 
sion.

Mother Who Killed Her. Baby Boy 
Does not Realize the Horror of Her 
Deed—In Hospital. 

The Coroner held an ‘inquest at Ar- 
cadia yesterday morning on the body 
of Stewart Smith, the four-year-old 
boy who was shot and killed by his 
mother, Mrs. Frank Smith, Wednesday 
afternoon. The evidence at the inquest 
was substantially the same as hereto- 
fore published, and the jury rendered 
a verdict that the boy came to his 
death at the hands of his mother. Mrs. 
Smith was brought to this city yester- 
day by a deputy sheriff, and a com- 
plaint charging Insanity was issued 
against her by Deputy County Clerk 
Watson. The charge was preferred by 
her husband, Frank L Smith, was re- 
quested that no mention be made of the 
woman's awful deed in the complaint. 
She was simply alleged to be despond- 
ent and violent. 

Mrs. Smith was taken to the Sheriff's 
office by the Arcadia authorities early 
in the afternoon. She was quiet and 
talked rationally, but in her eyes was 
the wild light that betokens a de- 
mented mind. 

She seems to realize that her baby 
boy is dead, but the horrible part she 
played in his passing appears of little 
consequence to her. 

She was asked why she killed the 
child. 

“I did it.” said she slowly, “because 
Stewart was going to be taken away 
from me.” 

“What made you think so?” 

“Oh. 1 don’t know. I read about the 
Cudahy kidnaping, and after that I 
couldn’t eat or sleep, and worried all 
the time lest baby would be taken
